more warning than a rumble of fall- 
ing brick, creaking oi timbers and the 
crash of ions of debris, the four story 
building occupied by the office fixture 
firm of Levy & White, Ninth and 
Main streets, caved in this atternoou, 
burring under the mass of wreckage 
between thirty and thirty-five men en-

that time. All were removed at ones 
to the hospitals.

who runs saloon No. 56. 
and 
George 
Pearcy who runs the Alcazar, have al- 
ready closed their saloon doors. 
While the move in the fight has just 
been made public it has been growing 
for six weeks. 
There is a secret or- 
ganization, which, it is said, promises to 
cut the number of saloons down to a very 
few if it uoes not pull all of them out of 
business. 


The 
successful 
prosecution 
of John 
Mason, resulting in the upholding of the 
law preventing card games and other 
amusements in saloons, proved the open- 
ing wpflge in the fisrht against the saloon 
men and the liquor traffic.

Prosecutor Ninde says that 
here- 


after v-.-here saloonists are for the sec- 
ond time arrested for violation of'the 
Nicholson law the cases will be filed 
direct in the circuit court, where he 
will move, upon conviction for a revo- 
cation of license. The Nicholson law 
provides that where a second offense 
is proved it lies within the discretion 
of the court to revoke a retailer's li- 
cense to engage in the saloon busi- 
ness. 
Upon a third conviction, the 


court has no discretion in the matter, 
but is under mandate of the statute to 
declare such license forfeit. 


The prosecutor is getting down to 


buisness in quite the right way. The 
purpose of the present crusade against 
-.-io'.ations of the liquor laws is not 
simply to bring upon violators the im- 
position of penalties, to carry on a 
warfare that may to any appear like a 
persecution or to harry and vex sa- 
loonists. 
The purpose is to bring 


about a steadfast, consistent and salu- 
tary observance of the-law. The city 
administration is specially charged 
with this duty in the city, but that 
duty is persistently and flagrantly ig- 
nored. 
The league of citizens now 


prosecuting 
the 
present 
campaign 


against Sunday saloons has been com- 
pelled to take matters into its own 
hands if it would see the much needed 
and greatly desired reform brought 
about. 


If Prosecutor Ninde carries forward 


his expressed intention to take the 
cases of second-time offenders to the 
circuit court he will bring on the con- 
dition it is hoped will issue from the 
present crusade. Saloonists will have 
serious care not to put their licenses 
in real jeopardy.

lionaire banker and oil operator of 
Marietta. Ohio. Davis 
declared 
he 


was victimized to the extent of $76,000 
and that ic his eagerness to beat the 
game he chartered a special train on 
the Pennsylvania to take him from 
New York to Marietta where he quick- 
ly secured $25,000 which he lost also. 


A house just off Columbus avenue in 


New York was the scene-of the "trim- 
ming," Davis testified. To this resort 
scores of other persons 
have 
been 


taken from Pittsburg and vicinity and 
there relieved of all ready cash by 
means of a brace faro game. 


Davis says that he knew at least two 


men who 
were 
completely 
ruined 


financially by the trio of alleged confi- 
dence men. The testimony was given 
in Alderman Toole's court, at the hear- 
ings of W. J. (Jake) Adams, Frank B. 
Ranger, 
of 
Pittsburg, 
and 
Frank 


Thompson, of New York. 
Thompson 


was not present. He has never been 
arrested in connection with this ease, 
and is now said to be in New York. 


Conspiracy Is Charges*. 


The men are charged with conspira- 


cy to defraud, Davis contending that 
the bunco was "framed up" in Pitts- 
burg. 


Davis testified he first met Ranger 


last September, being introduced by 
John E. Curry, of Marietta. 
Curry 


and Ranger, Davis averred, told him 
a friend of theirs, who later proved to 
be Thompson, was 
employed 
as a 


dealer of a faro game in New York. 
The game was owned, they said, by a 
syndicate of rich and powerful gam- 
blers. 
Thompson was willing for a 


consideration to help "trim" the syndi- 
cate. Davis was to secure §25,000 and 
play in the game. 


With Ranger, the witness said, he 


went to a house just off Columbus 
avenue about three blocks from the 
Hotel Majestic. He could not remem- 
ber the name, street or number of the 
house. 
There they found Thompson 


sitting behind a faro layout and Davis 
started to play his money. The cards 
did not run as had been arranged and 
within an hour $25,000 had passed out 
of the possession of Davis. 


Later in the night Ranger explained 


to Davis that a mistake had been made 
by Thompson, who had used the wrong 
deck of carJs in the deal box. 
The 


victim was told that with 
another 


S25.000 he could get $200,000 
if he 


would only try the scheme again. Da- 
vis returned to Marietta and securing 
$25,000 more went back to New York 
and repeated the operation of losing. 
This was the evening of Oct. 20, 1906. 


Charters Special Train. 


After $25.000 had passed away from 


Davis, he became angry and declared 
he would beat the game 
if it 
took 


every dollar he possessed. Davis char- 
tered a special, and. after a record- 
breaking run to Marietta, secured an- 
other $25,000. 
With this money he 


hurried hack to New York, and in a 
few minutes had lost the third install- 
ment of ?25,000. 


Then Curry called him aside and ex- 


posed the swindle. Curry was called 
to the stand yesterday and corroborat- 
ed the story told by Davis. 


Alderman Toole stated he would re- 


serve' his decision, but would probably 
dismiss the charges for lack of juris- 
diction.

TURBANS SOLVE RACE PROBLEM 


Secretary Wilson Discovers Way to 


Settle the Jim Crow Laws. 


Washington, July 2.—If the negroes 


of the south will take to wearing tur- 
bans and the long flowing robes of 
the orientals the race question may 
be solved so far as the railroads are 
concerned. 
The 
suggestion 
comes 


from Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
whose genius in making two blades 
of grass grow where one had grown 
before, was called upon to plan for a 
tour of four Hindu students through 
the south. 
The students, who are 


now the guests of the government, 
want to visit the cotton fields, but it 
quickly developed that they were in 
danger of being forced to ride in com- 
partments in Jim Crow cars provided 
for the negroes. As the young men 
are fcf high caste they could not be 
subjected to such treatment, and the 
outlook seemed desperate until Sec- 
retary Wilson proposed that the Hin- 
dus lay aside their American clothes 
and wear their turbans and robes. So 
attired they are promised the best 
railroad and hotel "accommodations.

Canning Rhubarb—Put your cans anc 
rhubarb in cold water, then peel, but il 
tender leave some of the bright skin on;

Pack in cans as firm as 
can be placed, running oft the surplus 
juice. Screw on covers tight and set in 
the cold water for a while, then put in a 
cool. dark, dry place In the cellar.

will keep a year and longer, and no one 
can tell it from fresh rhubarb. One quart 
will make three pies in winter.

Conveniences Young Babies 


Need for Summer Traveling 


By Mrs. Mary E. Hoo<S. 


If baby is to get the best out of his 


summer it is of the utmost import- 
ance that certain things which are 
necessities, although they may seem 
"frills" to an inexperienced mother, 
shu 11 be provided. 
All should be as 


near like those he is accustomed to at 
home as it is possible to provide, for 
baby is a creature of habit, and it 
takes him a long time to adapt him- 
self to changes. 


The most important points are the 


milk 
supply, water 
and 
drainage. 


That a good physician is within call 
one should be certain of in even the 
most desirable place. 


Heading 
the list of an 
infant's 


needs is a bath tub. This should be 
convenient to carry, and durable. A 
folding rubber foot tub will be serv- 
iceable. In spite of the fact that rub- 
ber tubs 
are made especially 
for 


babies. I consider the foot variety bet- 
ter because a small one lasts longer 
and can be set on a table or trunk 
when used, thus 
being 
safer than 


those on stands. Less expensive and 
a substitute in summer is a tin foot 
tub, 
and 
under no 
circumstances 


should baby ever be put into a tub 
used by other persons. 


For a "bottle" baby there must be 


a nursery refrigerator, a small tin af- 
fair that soon saves its own expense 
in the way it keeps ice. With this 
there must be a sterilizer, for it is ex- 
tremely improbable that a nurse or 
mother will be allowed in the kitchen 
to use a kettle for boiling the milk 
p.s she may at herue. With this there 
should be hot Lies and nipples in extra 


supply, for one may not be able to get 
in the country the kind baby has been 
using, and a change in this respect 
may cause him to refuse to eat at a 
critical 
season. 
A 
go-cart 
large 


enough for him to sleep in may seem 
a nuisance, but it is imperative, for 
in hot weather an infant should not 
be held in the arms any more than is 
necessary, and he had bcttsr have 
his naps out of doors than on a warm 
bed during the summer. 
The cart 


should be provided with a mosquito 
netting to keep out insects, flies es- 
pecially, for they will not only pre-' 
vent his sleeping, but are germ carry- 
ing agents, causing disease. 


For a young baby a carriage may 


take the place of a crib, but a mother 
who wishes to make her infant per- 
fectly comfortable will take, his little 
bed. 
In any event he should have his

or filled by Easy Methods 


To get rid of flies, allowed to slip 


into a house through the carelessness 
of servants despite screens on win- 
dows and doors, is one of the prob- 
lems of a'housekeeper in summer. No 
effort should be considered too great 
to accomplish this exodus, 
for 
the 


insects are a menace in their possibili- 
ties of carrying poison and disease, 
and should he exterminated. 


If it is convenient to darken a room 


the work is quite simple. The blinds 
or dark curtain should be drawn uni.i! 
the room is gloomy except for a little 
•.•rack of iigui at an open window. Flies 
will never enter a. dull room, there is 
no danger of mora coming 
in, 
and 


those 
already 
there 
will 
go 
out 


through the bright crack left. 
This 


naturally takes some hours, however. 


A home-made poison that acts like a 


ci.arm is good to use when there are 
children, as it is not hurtful to hu- 
mans, and little if any harm will re- 
sult if a youngster accidentally swal- 
lows some. 
This "kill" i. made by 


boiling for three minutes a half pint 
of milk, two ouncos of black pepper 
and four ounces of sugar. This should 
be cooled.- poured into saucers, and 
placed about the room. Its strength 
will not last for more than three days. 


I have seen an old housekeeper use 


a very small bowl or cup of extreiiiely 
soapy water as a fly trap that brings 


death to scores. It 
is

night, and the housekeeper has a small 
basin filled to within an inch of the 
top with soapy water. Then she geta 
on a chair and puts the glass directly 
over the sleeping insects, that prompt- 
ly fall in and are drowned. The soap 
seems to paralyze them. 
A bedroom 


may be quickly cleared in this way 
before retiring. 


Castor oil plant is supposed to keep 


away flies, so too are 
pennyroyal, 


white clover, and even rose geranium, 
but I have little faith in the efficacy oi 
any of these. These insects do dislika 
the odor of lavender, and. will kees 
away from that section of a room in- 
which there is a sponge wet with oil 
of lavender. 


The extermination of mosquitoes is 


one that requires patience and art in 
slaying each pest. It" they have made 
their way into a bedroom it is not diffi- 
cult to locate them the next morning, 
for they flock to the windows and may 
be killed on the screens. If not there 
they are on the ceiling. If one is so 
unfortunate as to be in a room not 
screened the blinds 
should be kept 


closed, and no artificial light be used. 
Oil of pennyroyal rubbed < ver the skin 
will prevent their biting, but the odor 
is distinctly unpleasant and an impo- 
sition on one's friends.

Xew York, July 2.—E. H. Harriman 


is a thoroygh convert to the efficacy 
of publicity. 
For many 
years 
Mr. 


Harriman, like J. Pierpont 
Morgan 


and other prominent financiers, was 
inaccessible 
to 
interviewers. 
He 


dreaded th« searchlight of the press. 
When the government, turned its own 
searchlight upon him he found that his 
best weapon of defense was the news- 
paper interview. Since that discovery 
Mr. Harriman has had nothing but 
smiles for the mtervinv.-er. 


Mr. Harriman now has gone a step 


further. 
He has decided that here- 


after the press is to be given the full 
particulars of all accidents occurring 
on his railroads. 


Explains His Position. 


He issued this statement yesterday: 
"E. H. Harriman he.s issued orders 


that hereafter full reports shall be 
made promptly and given to the press 
concerning all accidents occurring on 
the railroads of which he is the head. 
The action includes the Union Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific systems as 
well as the Oregon lines. 


"It has been the practice of these 


roads for some time past to have de- 
tailed reports on all accidents made to 
the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee. 
The management has regarded 


it as one of its primary duties to avert 
accidents, having expended since as- 
suming charge of the Xinion and South- 
ern Pacific railroads some ?12,000,000 
in safety appliances for roadway and 
equipment." To this end, hy the close 
of the current year, the various lines 
of the Union and Southern Pacific will 
have 4,700 miles of track protected by 
automatic block signals. The man- 
agement has arranged that its steel 
rails for delivery next year shall be 
made by the open hearth 
process, 


which it is expected will make the 
number of breakages very decidedly 
less. 


Seeks Better Service. 


"The plan to make public full de- 


tails regardless of consequences con- 
cerning accidents on the company's 
lines follows a suggestion made in a 
public interview recently by J. Krutt- 
schnitt, director of maintenance and 
operation of the Oregon lines, who 
said: 
" 'Personal responsibility for acci- 


dents, whether officers 
or laborers, 


should be known to the public. We 
must bring about closer observance 
of the rules and greater respect for 
danger signals than we now get from 
our employes. This can be done by 
the widest publicity of accidents. 
" 'It is believed that a policy con- 


sistently and regularly 
followed 
of 


publishing complete accounts of all ac- 
cidents will result in giving the.public 
a more exact idea of the actual causes 
and so create a public opinion that 
will enable railroads to enforce better 
discipline. 
" "Reports of the 
interstate com- 


merce commission emphasize the ne- 
cessity for this move. According to 
these reports over 70 per cent (317 
out of 448) of the serious collisions on 
American railways in the last five 
years were due to negligence of train- 
men and enginemen. On lines protect- 
ed hy block signals, 94 per cent of the 
collisions are attributed to negligence 
of trainmen and signal operators.' 


Outsiders to Give Aid. 


"As a further step in the direction 


of securing 
public 
co-operation 
in 


fixing the real cause of accidents the 
Union Pacific railroad, which hereto- 
fore has rigidly investigated all acci- 
dents on its line hy a board of inquiry 
of its own officers and employes, has 
decided as an experiment to invite out- 
siders of local reputation and standing 
to be present and to participate in the 
hearings of the company's board, and 
to join in its findings, either through 
assent or dissent therewith. The com- 
pany ex-ects- through this means to 
have the public realize its sincerity in 
seeking to ascertain the exact cause 
of the trouble, regardless of the re- 
spons.uility."
